THAT. purſuant to the Founders Will, they have Buile and Erected the ſaid Hoſpi- 
tal, and placed Twenty poor: decayed Freemen , and Twenty poor decayed Freemens 
Sons, of the ſaid Company ; where they have Maintenance and Proviſion. 


THAT by Virtue of the faid Act of Parliament, the Governours have placed Officers ſuitable to the 
Occaſions of the ſaid Hoſpital, viz, a Miniſter who Preaches, Reads Prayers, and Teaches the Children, a 
Steward or Manciple, a Matron or Nurſe, and Servants to dreſs their Provifions, make Beds, Fires, &c. 


AND in further purſuance of their {aid Truſt, the Governours have purchaſed divers Lands, ec. for a 


Perpetual Fund to anſwer the Ends of the ſaid Charity; which amounts to the Yearly Value of 
9230, 8. 4d.

THAT in regard the ſaid Lands fo Purchaſed as aforeſaid, have hitherto been made liable to pay Taxes, 
it hath Yearly deduRted out of the Annual. Rent, the Sum of 1 50o!. for the payment of Taxes, &c. 


Befide, THAT ſome part of theſe Purchaſed Lands are Leale-hold, and renewable every leven Years ; and 
ppon EVeEry Renewal, pay the Sum of 200!. 


B Y all which it appears the faid Governours have only the Sum of 391, 10s. to deiray the lols of 
Repairs, and the ſtanding empty of Farms, &c. which often happens, 


Which neceſſnous (jondition of the ſaid Hoſpital, is with all Subuuſſion laid before this 
Honourable Houſe, humbly craving that out of their Charitable (onfideration they 
will be pleaſed for the future particularly to exempt their ſaid Charity by Name, from 


paying of Taxes for the future, for otherwiſe the Covernours will not be enabled by 


the Revenues ariſmg from their ſaid Lands, to Support and Maintain the Conſtant 
Charge that ariſes from the ſaid Benef aftion, QC,
